Translatio.ns  ok  the  Litiirov. — In  the 
fast  Report  of  the  English  Society  for  Propaga¬ 
ting  the  Gospel,  it  is  stated  that  “  great  pro- 1 
gress  has  been  recently  made  in  translating  | 
the  Scriptures  and  Liturgy  into  the  oriental  Ian- 1 
guages.  Mr.  Robinson,  the  late  Bishop’s  chap- ' 
lain,  is  proceeding  with  his  Persian  translation  | 
of  the  Old  Testament,  a  task  for  which  he  is 
eminently  qualified,  and  has  already  comple¬ 
ted  the  Pentateuch.  M’ith  a  view  to  facilitate 
this  work  he  has  been  permitted  to  reside  in 
Bishop’s  College  ;  and  the  Supreme  Govern¬ 
ment  has  appointed  him  to  a  chaplaincy  in  the 
Presidency  of  Bengal.  .\n  .Arminian  version 
of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England  has 
also  been  executed  by  Mr.  .Wdale,  which  is 
under  the  revision  of  competent  persons,  some 
of  them  men  of  dignity  and  station  in  the  Ar- 
minian  Church.  There  is  therefore  every 
reason  to  hope  that  a  faithful  translation  of  our 
Liturgy,  in  this  venerable  language  of  eastern 
Christendom,  will  soon  issue  from  the  college 
press.  It  may  be  interesting  to  this  meeting  to 
be  informed^  that  it  was  the  intention  of  Bishop 
Heber,  had  it  pleased  Providence  to  spare  his 
life,  to  have  enriched  this  publication  with  a 
brief  history  of  the  Church  of  England.”

on  the  numeration  frame,  and  on  the  lesson 
lN>a.  a  ;  arc  well  ac4]uaintcd  with  :*cripture 
history,  from  the  creation  to  the  Exodus  of  the 
children  of  Israel  ;  the  birth  and  part  of  the, 
liisoiry  of  Christ  ;  the  ten  commandments,  and  , 
many  hym  is  and  moral  songs,  which  tltey  re-| 
peat  anu  sing  ;  they  have  some  knowledge  of  | 
the  natural  history  of  animals,  illustrated  by  : 
pictures ;  analyze  various  moral  lessons,  and  ‘ 
begin  to  have  some  knowledge  of  grammar  ;  ‘ 
all  which  instruction  is  illustrated  by  sensible 
objects  and  actions.”  They  have  also  become 
almost  entirely  free  from  the  vices  of  lying,  | 

I  stealing,  swearing,  6i,c.  to  which  many  of  tliem  | 
were  unhappily  addicted,  when  they  entered  | 
i  the  School. 

1  So  gratifying  has  been  the  result,  that  the 
Committee  ot  the  Public  School  Society  have  ; 
resolved  to  open  a  similar  establishment  in  Pub¬ 
lic  School  No.  10.  infant  schools  are  also  con- 1 
I  templated  or  in  actual  operation  in  Philadel- ' 
jphia,  Troy,  Albany,  Boston,  Norfolk,  V’a.  Ni- 
!  agara,  U.  C.  and  in  several  parts  of  Connecti¬ 
cut.  And  from  present  indications,  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  in  a  few  years  they  will  become  com¬ 
mon  in  every  part  of  the  country. 

In  England  the  number  of  these  Schools  is 
very  great.  Not  less  than  ‘200  were  establish¬ 
ed,  in  the  year  ending  June  21,  1^‘27  ;  and  the 
effects  are  found  to  be  highly  salutary. — JV.  Y.  j
